NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


The renewed attack on “big business” by 
the Assistant Attorney-General (Mr. Robert 
H. Jackson) has so far had no effect on the 
Stock market. However, the Government’s 
attitude towards business and the trust- 
breaking status is a subject of much dis- 
cussion, with many Wall street circles 
believing that the whole question savours of 
an effort to “draw smoke” from the causes 
of the business recession and to offer the 
country an excuse for the whole matter. 
Sales totalled 2,480,000 shares. 

Prices at the opening were steady. Some 
Armaments issues early edged forward on the 
prospects of a larger naval building pro- 
gramme, but, with confidence still shaken, 
movements elsewhere were narrowly irregular. 

The brokers reported that the selling was 
largely from investment rather than from 
margin accounts. The Motor section was 
still depressed, and Chrysler and General 
Motors touched new low levels for the year. 
The Rails pursued an irregular trend on an 
estimate of the November net operating in- 
come at 34,000,000 dollars, compared with 
72,000,000 dollars for November last year. 

With the “ticker” lagging three minutes 
behind, good support appeared in the late 
dealings, reducing or erasing many of the 
earlier losses. Virtually all groups partici- 
ower in the recovery under the leadership of 
he Steels, Coppers, Aviations and Chemicals. 
The market closed firm, with many gains of 
anvthing to three dollars.

COMES TRUE 


NEW TRANS-IRAN 
RAILWAY 


FROM CASPIAN SEA TO 
PERSIAN GULF

last tunnel through the Luristan 

mountain barrier, in South Iran, the 
cherished ambition of Reza Shah Pahlevi, 
progressive ruler of Iran, to build a railway 
from the Caspian Sea to the Persian Gulf 
enters the final stage of achievement. 

Construction of the Trans-Iranian Railway 
is part of the Shah’s, general scheme to 
modernise his country. The Shah has, mean- 
while, ordered a palatial saloon car, decorated 
in silver and gold, for his inaugural journey 
on the railway, which is due to be completed 
in May, 1938. Apart from its strategic value, 
the line will promote the development of 
lran’s rich natural resources, and will give 
improved communication with the South 
Iranian oilfields. 

The railway will connect Teheran, the 
capital, with the rest of Iran, and the outside 
world. Its length will be 808 miles, and the 
total cost £30,000,000, raised largely from 
State royalties on oil Work has begun in 
1927, and the route was subdivided into 
twenty-five ‘“‘lots,’’ which were let out on 
contract. 


ROMANCE OF “LOT 7” 

To Richard Costain, Ltd., of London, was 
allocated one of the most formidable tasks of 
the gigantic undertaking, which compares in 
difficulty of construction with the building of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway through the 
Rocky Mountains. 

“Lot 7” was the unromantic official title 
of the £1,000,000 task of carrying the railway 
through part of the southern “Canyon 
section.” An official of the company said in 
an interview: ' The section consists largely 
of a series of tunnels piercing mountains 6,000 
feet high, and throughout this formidable 
area the railway crosses and re-crosses the 
torrential Ab-I-Cesar River, which we have 
bridged with a series of stone viaducts. 


TROPICAL HEAT 

“ Our chief agent for ‘ Lot 7’ is a Scottish 
engineer, Mr. H. M. Stewart, who controls a 
staff of ten British experts and 3,000 local 
workmen, 

“Great difficulties have been encountered 
‘and overcome. Working in a barren and 
almost uninhabited region, with summer 
temperatures of 112 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
even higher, the British staff have had to 
acquire and train large forces of unskilled 
labour. Moreover, the British staff have had 
to retire to the hills at regular intervals to 
ii from exhaustion brought on by the

“To assure an adequate flow of supplies 
and materials to the site, it was necessary to 
build service roads for motor truck traffic. 
These had to be cut in precipitous gorges and 
mountain sides, where the danger of land- 
slides and loose rock added to our problems. 

‘‘ We are now putting the finishing touches 
to our task, which is due to end in Feb- 
ruary.
